served that the doctriue laid down 
JeflteriOB waa reiterated only a 
years ago by no leas a Itepublici 
than James G. Blaine. All remembt' 

the entbusiasui wi:fl^hickhe 

into the wer£ oi brrogiog the fepub 
lice of North and Bouth Ameriba into 
closd and cordial relations. b ime, 
however, may have forgotton. these 
reeolatioBS iatrodBoed by bim at the 
conference held in 1890 and approv 
ed by toe Commlrtoaan prAent 
Tbey are aa follom:
